While  on  the  way  to  the  Metropolitan  Opera  House,  in  a  Crosley  cab  driven  by  John  Hargett, 
to  hear  Clifton  Cayton,  the  world  renown  tenor,  who  had  stopped  on  one  of  his  numerous 
tours,  I  heard  a  special  news  flash  on  the  radio  by  the  world  famous  commentator,  Harry 
Shriver,  announcing  the  11th  Annual  Home-coming  Dance  for  the  Class  of  1950.
